Details of the Fight 
Shanghai, Dec. 14. 

From different telegrams 
wireless despatches reaching this 
office yesterday from Hongkong and 
Canton, it seems definitely confirmed 
that Canton has been recaptured 
from the communists after a most 
sanguinary fight between the Red 
Corps and the troops of General Li 
Puclin lasting a whole day and 
night, with about 4,000 Communist 
guerillas killed and wounded. 

At 3 pm. on the 12th, the Anti 
‘Communist Forces under the direc 
tion of General Li Fu-lin and 
General Chu Huai-jih launched a 
big. offensive from Honan on the 
Red corps and a battle ensued in 
the outlying districts of the city. At 
about ¢ pm, General Li's troops 

lined ‘a decisive victory and suc- 
seeded in foreing the Communist 
troops to retreat into the city. 
General Chu Huaijih’s troops then 
pressed for an entrance and finally: 
suceeeded in breaking in. Through- 
‘out the whole night, fighting co 
tinued inside the-city, with the com 
‘munists ravaging the city with loot~ 
ing and incendiarism. 

Early in the morning of the 13t) 
the communists put up another stiff 
atte, making their last desperate 
effort, in face of the arrival of more 
batches of General Li Fu-lin's 
troops. The Red corps first launch- 
‘ed an attack on the new arrivals, 
with the regult that serious fighting 
broke out in the vicinity of Weihsin 
Road and Yihteh Road. Owing to 
the superior strength of General Li's 
forces, the Red troops were for a 
moment practically cornered, but at 
about 2 p.m, they succeeded in 
breaking through and eseaped from 
the city by way of the Big and Smal, 
North Gates. With the withdrawal 
lof the Red troops, Gen, Li Fu-lin 
took over the various governmental 
organs and posted corps of soldi 
‘at important districts of the city 
for police and and patrol duties.

the record of the events that follow- 
Jed the surprise attack of the Com- 
munists taken from telegrams in 
‘the Chinese press. 

A Start of Propaganda 

On the morning of the 11th Can-| 
ton was suddenly plunged in terror 
by an attack of Communists. They 
seized all important points so that| 
the city is now in a state of panic. 
‘Before the attack was made they 
had won over the Guide Corps of 
the 4th Army by means of pro- 
paganda, and had determined to 
seize the power of government by 
‘violence. ‘The Soviet Consulate on 
‘the Eastern Hill was their base. 
Su -Chao-cheng was Director in 
Chief, Luo Chi-yuen was "the Com 
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mander of the Farmer Corps. 
Huang Hsiah-seng commanded the, 
artisans. Teng Yen-ta commanded| 
‘the army. 

‘Operations were  commencéd by 
the Guides Corps at three o'clock on 
the morning of the 11th by disarm- 
ing Ying Hsiung’s troops in. the 
Eastern suburbs. At the same time 
the Farmer Corps from ‘the east, 
west, and south swarmed into the 
city like bees. Arms were distribut- 
ed to the artisans from the Russian 
Consulate, and they attacked all 
strategic ‘points. By this time the 
sound of cannon and exploding 
bombs was continuous; shouts of 
‘the heavens, and caused 
consternation in the city. 
| The artisans fought -thely’ way 
into the police quarters and killed 























some of the force. They then re 
leased the prisoners and disarmed 
the police. ‘The chief of police, Chu 


Hueljth, leading some’ 20.'men, 
broke through the ranks of the 
attacking Yoree and. escaped to 
Honam.” The police then ceased to 
function, the shops closed, and'the 
streets were deserted. The worke 
all ceased work by order of 
Society of the Union of Farmers 
and Artisans which had usurped the 
function of government. "The news. 
papers did not appear. Sailors and 
firemen were ordered ashore from 
the ships in harbour and, proceeding 
‘0 the police stations, were supe 
plied with arms to join in the fight- 
ing. So that -day no ships sailed, 
with the exception of the Salon, 
Which left for Hongkong, manned by 
British sailors, and packed with 
refugees,

Hongkong, Dee, 3. 
‘A large consigment of paper’ 
money has arrived here from the

‘Treasury in Canton. This currency 
bears the value of from ten to 
twenty cents; and will be used 
instead of silver coins in the 
southern capital, the issue being 
due to the searcity of silver. 

People in Canton who have silver| 
coins do not want to part away 
with them in exchange for bank- 
notes of the Central Bank, on 
which thore hay been a run for the 
last two weeks. The situation has 
become very acute, and public eon- 
fidence in these banknotes is on the 
wane. The shops insist on ali 
payments of less than a dollar being 
made in silver, One-tollar notes 
‘are in great demand, but even with 
this, denomination stores are reluc- 
tant to give change for any dealing 
of less than a dollar. As a conse- 
quence of the decreasing faith in 
the banknotes, the prices of all 
commodities have risen, 

‘The Government has prohibited 
all exports of silver, but this has 
not helped the situation. Peopl 
hhave to be lavish these days, be- 
cause, whatever they buy with bank- 
notes, they cannot get any change. 
The police have ordered that the 
notes must be accepted at their face 
value, on pain of severe punishment, 
‘The dealers with reluctance accept 
the notes, but positively refuse to 
give change in silver. The small 
stores and peddlers are hard hit, 
beeause people avoid as much as 
possible the giving away of coins.

eigner faces in this country] 
rather than sketches vf the lurid 

1s of life in a commercial 
‘metropolis, wherein the pen is| 
wielded with more inspiration 
from fancy than fact, 

We have little doubt that, in 
writing of us as he does Mr. 
Ketchum is supplying the "Daily| 
Express” with what the editor 
wants, or thinks the public 
wants, rather than what he was} 
dest ‘prepared to write. His 
Journal is, above all things, a| 
popular journal, catering to a’ 
public that insivts upon being] 
entertained and not too much 
instructed. Serious news from 
China ceased some months ago 
to hold the interest of the masses| 
in Great Britain and America, as} 
the disappearance of the small 
army of special correspondents: 
who flocked here in the spring| 
made evident, so reviews of| 
serious events in China and dis-| 
cussions cf the foggy future 
based upon them are no longer 
“features” upon which a London 
newspaper can rely for the diver-| 
sion of any great body of its! 
readers. The returned cor- 
respondent who desires to make 
grist from his harvest of inform. 
ation in China must therefore 
flog his memory and conjure up| 
bright and snappy incidents and 
Pictures, containing lots of 
“human interest” and, if possible, 
ome of the spice of wicked- 
ness. All of this we appreciate 
and we are prepared to expect|

Robert Hart did with little more 
than the fore of his, perscnality 
and the confidence which ‘his 
integrity and earnest devotion 
inspired in the decadent and 
usually — ungtateful Manchu 
Court. 

The only point in presery- 
ing memories of great men by 
erecting statues to them is that 
the high traditions associated 
with their names inspire, or 
should inspire, emulation 
through succeeding generations. 
If the traditions are lost the 
statues themselves are just so 
much metal or stone, of merit 
in the sight of the artist or the 
archeologist only, if they enjoy 
this distinction, ‘We happen to 
be living in an era of amorphous 
policy and wobbly diplomacy, 
when it would be an excellent 
thing fur most of our Shanghai 
residents and for select deputa-_ 
jtiotis from Peking and other 
centres of foreign populaticn, if 
they could be assembled | at 
stated intervals before the 
tues of Sir Robert Hart and 
Sir Harry Parkes and examined 
upon thelr knowledge of what, 
in the careers of these worthies 
‘and in their personalities, 
prompted Shanghai to erect con- 
spicuous and permanent tributes 
te their memory, 

The “Great 1.G."—a title 
which is in itgelf a spontaneous 
tribute used by nearly everyone 
who knew him psrsonally—w 
born in Ulster, like so many 
thers who have put an indelible 
“chop” upon Chinese history, in 
the year 1885 and came first 
to the East in 1854 as a student- 
interpreter in the old Superin- 
tendency of Trade at Hongkong. 
During his first five ‘years in 
China he Jived check by jowl 
with the incessant feud between 
the traders of various nationall- 
ties in south China and tho 
intolerably corrupt, rapacious, 
and truculent officials of the 
Chinese native customs, learning 
ail there was to know about the 
way in which such a system 
should not be run. When he 
was twenty-four years old Harry 
Parkes and two other commis- 
sioners took over for three years 
the actual administration of the 
poisonously recalcitrant Canton 
of those days and governed 
it, magnificently. Under this 
‘régime the very. youthful bul 
already wiso Robert Hart wat 
made Inspector of Customs, 
and had therefore an oppor- 
tunity to learn what could be 
done with such a post and with 
a Chinese staff under proper 
protection and encouragemont. 
A better education, indeed, for 
the future head of ‘the Imperial 
Maritime Customs, could not 
have been deliberately planned 
‘and his success as an adminis 
trator was vo, great that he 
almost automatically succeeded 
to Horatio Nelson Lay, Inspector 
at Shanghai, when the latte 
wad forced ‘to resign in 1864 
because of the dispute that arcse 
between him and the Manchu 
Government over the control of 
the famous. Lay-Osborne fleet. 
‘The institution that Robert Hart 
then tovk over was a very small 
embryo indeed but, under his 
reorganizing hand "it assumed 
international importance at once 
and soon began td acquire thé 
Id subsidiary functions 
that distinguish ft to-day. 

One of the first offshoots of 
the Customs was the Tung Wen 
Kuan, the foreign language 
school forr Manchu boys which 
came into being in the early ’six- 
ties and was not formally abo- 
lished until 1902, when ‘wider 
‘educational facilities rendered it 
superfluous. The beginnings of 
the postal functions of the Cus 
toms are rather obscure, for it

‘Much Mareuvring but Little 
Real Us 





Tsingtao, Dec. 6. 
Several members of the Presby- 
terian Mission who returned to 
Hsuchowfe two months ago again 
have withdrawn, on consular ad- 
vice, and have ‘brought the first! 
really reliable news we have had 
from that section for a long time. 
Frequently in November, the city of| 
Hsuchowful was. reported to have| 
‘been taken, both by Feng Yu-bsiang, 
‘and the Nanking forces, Neither 
report is correct and up to Friday,| 
November 2, the city still was in| 
the hands of the Northerners, From 
all that our informants could learn, 
there has been very little doing on 
the soutkern front. Péngpu had| 
been taken by the Nanking urmies 
but the latter had not reached Nan- 
hsuchow. The attack and resistance| 
both atv very tame and listless. 

The big news has been from tho! 
west of Hsuchowfu, where Chang. 
Chung-chang and Feng Yu-hsiang 
‘have been chasing each other up 
jand down the Lung-hai Railway. 
Beyond all question, Feng made a 
hard drive for Hsuchowfu som 
‘weeks ago, but he was driven back 
and lost Kucitehfu and perhaps 
feng. ‘Then he came back and 
several weeks the battle-front was 
stationary around Kueitehfu. In 
the Inst week of November, how- 
ever, Feng attacked again’ with 
force and is known to have won the: 
contest at Huangkow, only 30 miles 
west of Hsuchowful, 

Large numbers of soldiers were 
withdrawn into Hsuchowfu, but} 
equally large numbers could be} 
seen going westward. There was} 
‘evidenze of a withdrawal, but no 
‘sign of a real defeat or rout. The 
only thing of much significance was 
the retirement to tho north by;

A message from any friend in 
any strange Innd is always wel 
‘eome, but @ message from the de-| 
parted in Nyal-wa is particularly 
welcome, ‘There arrived in town 
three days ago two very strange- 
ooking drabas, They came from 
Jarong, six days north of Tachienlu, 
‘and formed part of a contingent | 
which now ig travelling in differ- 
cent parts of Kham. ‘Two drabas 
fare in Litang, two in Kanze, and 
two in Dawu. Their mission at the 
present time is something like 
thia:—Some time ago, Dragu Dolu, 
an inf_uengial Incarnation in the 
Jarong country, paid a short visit 
to Nyal-wa, and spent seven days 
there, visiting the different regions| 
of this lama world. He spent some| 
time among the gods, the demi 
gods, the humans, the’ brutes, the 
‘ghosts, and the tormented. From’ 
‘the latter place he brought back 
some pitinble tales. ‘There he 
encountered relatives of people 
living in Tachienlu, Litang, Kanze, 
and Dawu, and one and all pleaded 
with the Dragu Dolu to. carry a 
message back to their old homes. 

‘To find a common denominator| 
for mankind in its yellow, black, 
‘and white manifestations surely is 
its propensity to forget the dead, 
and Tibet is no exception to the| 
rale, Nyal-wa is a horrible place, 
‘Theto is a cold region and a hot 
region: th cold place is very cold 
and the hot place is very hot. The 
poor inhabitants are subject to 
every imaginable and conceivable 
form of torture, and extinction to| 
‘the inmates thereof would be an 
unmixed blessing. However, the!

Recent military movements have 
brought about a great improvement 

our mail service, From March 
to August, the mails were very un= 
jcertain, “and we have abundant 
evidence of letters having failed to 
reach us, A letter received from 
‘one correspondent about two months 
ago—the only one received during 
the year—tells us that it was the 
fourth written and posted. From a 
relative who numbers her letter 
beginning afresh with each ne 
year, No, 5 was the second received, 
We ‘have received but one letter 
from my only sister, but in it sho 
refers to several letters previously 
written. Also our home periodicala 
have been reaching us fitfully, and 
often not at all, 

‘There is a great accumulation of 
‘rears somewhere, both of letters 
and papers, if they have not been 
destroyed. ‘Since August, the mail 
have been coming in with a good 
degree of regularity by way of 
Tsingtao, Tsinanfu, and |Péngpy. 
Since a fortnight ago, they havo 
been coming via Nanking, Pukow, 
and Péngpu, which is a great im- 
provement in time, Present mails 
‘come along in good time, but the 
arrears have not yet come up. 

Evacuation of Pengpu. 

‘The Northern troops evacuated 
Péngpu and vicinity about threo 
weeks ago. This withdrawal was 
announced in some of the Shanghai 
papers "some considerable time be: 
fore it had taken place. In leaving. 
Hoaiyuen, 25 1i from Péngpu, they 
set fire to the main business street 
along the river Ko, burning, accord- 
ing to relinble reports, about, 2,000 
sections of buildings, including 
‘about 800 houses, ‘Thus, thousands 
‘of people have lost their all on the 
eve of winter, In this civil war, 
no matter which side wins or Jo 
itis always the people who suffer. 

Up to the present, the river route 
between this city and Péngpu has 
been infested. by bandits, and com- 
‘merce only can be carried on by 
boats paying heavy _ protection 
charges. ‘These systematically were 
levied.

‘According to the information| 
obtained from our informant, who| 
was an eye-witness, a military] 
bandit gang was responsible for tho 
outrage. He says:—“Ballets lew]

bandits swarmed on board, they 
crowded all over’ the ship and on 
the’ bridge, brandishing their 
Mausers ina most menacing and 
feareless manner and shooting inter-| 
mittently. We four foreigners were 
not molested by the bandits, ‘but 
during all the time that they were on 
board, cne  wicked-looking devil 
leaned through the widow across the 
room from us and kept ws-covered 
with his Mauser (cocked and his 
{finger om the trigger). ‘This agony 
of suspense and danger covered the 
Detter part of two hours, 

“Shell Out!” 

“As the bandits were ready to 
leave the whip, the No. 1 in charge 
of operations’ swaggered into the 
fice, brandishing -his ‘pistol, and 
told as to ‘shell out)! a missionary | 
doing the interpreting. He 400k| 
‘my silver wrist watch, and the| 
missionaries lost a few litle articles 
lof jewellery. It finally developed 
[thai they claimed wo had sunk one 
of their jonks on a. previous trip, 
and they demanded $8,000 in <com- 
[penaution. After lengthy argument, 
this amount was reduced to $3,000, 
[provided ‘thelr demands were ‘met 
Immediately in cold cash. A 
canvass of the ship was made, Dat 
Jonly $600 in cash was realized, and| 
fof whieh the bandits immediately 
took possession, 

“Realizing that there was no more 
‘cash to be had, the bandits then 
‘moved to take the compradore and 
‘tho eaptain of the ship on shor, 
sand hold them for $5,000 ransom. 
Later, acwever, after learning that 
it would be impossible for the ship 
to proceed without the eaptain, thoy 
decided to take the compradore and 
fone of his staff and then ordered 
the captain to proceed and to roturn| 
with the money, 


Other Ships Eseape 


“Shortly after we anchored, two 
other vessels came along and were 
ordered to stop, but the bandits] 
having no accomplices on board, they’ 
proceeded past at fall speed under| 
& hail of bullets from the shore| 
‘and on board the I-Ping. A little 
Inter, another vessel, the str. Yung 
An, I believe, hove into sight, but| 
seeing that something was amiss, 
turned round and started back for| 
Techang, not, however, before the! 
bandits had poured a fusilade into 
her. 














‘At Patung, the No. 1 pilot went!

about raising the ransom money, 
out all he could collect was $080, 
to which was added $200 borrowed’ 
from a passenger, Mr. Gerald Bell, 
making a total of $1,180. This was. 
despatched to Yehten in charge of

The bandits 
took the money but refused to 
release the compradore.”

Admiral Wu Kuang-tsung Place in Jeopardy: Bodyguard’s| 
Fine Work: Desperate Struggle: Admiral Wu Wounded 


A dating attempt was made on 
Saturday morning by four vaknown| 
men to kidnap Admiral Wa Kuan, 
tsung, Chief of Staff to the Com-| 
mander-in-Chief of the Nationalist 
Fleet and Director of General 
Affairs in the Admiralty House at 
Kaochangmiao, but it was frustrated 
through the plucky offorts of tho 
Admiral’s body-guard and chauffeur| 
‘and Admiral Wu himself. 


Waiting at the Admiral's House 
Ie ‘appears that Admiral Wu, ac- 
companied by his bodyguard, left his 
home at 102 Ning Kang Lee Alley- 
way, Weat Gate, shortly before ten| 
Belock en Saturday morning, and 
‘was about to enter his private motor 
car, which was waiting at the en- 
trance of the alleyway to take him| 
‘to his office, when four men, all of | 
whom wore’ short, dark clothes and 
hhad thelr hats drawn well over their 
‘eyes to hide thoir identity, rosbed up 
fand fried to push the Admiral into 
‘With the assist.

From that position, 
he steadily worked his way up and 

has held numerous posts both 
jon land and sea.

he has seen action on many occasions. 
For tho pest eight years, he has| 
been ‘Chief of Staft to the Com. 
‘mander-in-Chief of the Chinese Pleet| 
land Director of General Affairs in 
the Admiralty. Recently he was ap- 
pointed Commander of .the First 
Nationalist Squadron but declined to 
accept. 

‘Admiral Wu, who is a fine linguist 
Jand speaks, in addition to dozen 
[Chinese cialeets, xevaral European 
fianguages, is well known to num- 
Jerous members of the foreign com-| 
munity, both here and fn Nanking, 
where he was stationed for several 
years.

More Free: A Lesson in Chinese Co-operation 


A daring and well-planned, 
attempt at kidnapping which, very 
nearly reached a successful’ cul- 
mination, was frustrated on Monday 
by the action of three young Chin- 
fese men. The manner in which the 
event took place, as well as what, 
happened subsequently, showed that, 
all the details had been thought out 
‘carefully and that the movements 
of the intended vietim- had been 
fully studied, and it was only due 
to the fact that he was—in the 
ast. stages of the kidnapping ex- 
pedition—seen by certain people 
‘who knew him and who acted quickly 
upon their ideas of the case, that 
the affair was not a success’ from 
the abductors’ point of view. We 
may hope that the facts of this case 
will receive wide publicity in Chi- 
nese circles, as they show that co 
‘operation by Chinese will rapidly 
bring the present kidnapping evil 
to an end. 


Action in Edinburgh Road

ment as director-general of the

wards, Mr, Li’ was promoted Taotai 
in Shanghai. It was during this| 
period that Mr. Li won prominence 
{in the eyes of the public, for he 
‘organized, among other things, the 
Shanghai’ and Woosung Police, the 
Bureau of Public Works, the Shang: 
hai City Volunteers, and the Shang- 
hai District Fire Brigade, the 
Shanghai Self-Government Move- 
ment, the Shanghai Electric Light 

the Shanghai City Waterworks 
the Shanghai Benevolent As- 
sociation, the Shanghai Hospital, and, 
the China Publishing Co, 

Immediately upon the outbreak of 
the revolution in Wuchang in 1911, 
Mr, Li recommended that Shanghai 
should declare its independence of 
tho Manchus and worked hard for 
the revol y cause. After the 
fall of Shanghai, he was placed in 
ge of civil affairs in the Shang- 
hai Tutuh’s yamen, and later he wi 
appointed Director of Civil Affairs 
for Kiangsu Provinee, a post which 
was equivalent to the Civil Govern: 
orship. During his tenure of this 
office, Mfr, Li advocated the building 
of more and better roads and drew 
up a formidable plan for a network, 
of roads, waterways and other 
methods "of communication for 
Kiangsu Province, a scheme which, 
however, was dropped. 

Foilor retirement, Mr. Li 
‘was made manager of the Shanghai 
Chinese Tramway Co. a posit 
which he held up to the time of his. 
death. He returned to his philan- 
thropie work and founded the Pa Yik 
Manual Training Institute, the Pa 
Yu Orphangage, the Shanghai Ios~ 
pital, the Shen ‘Chow Hospital and. 
other ‘benevolent institutions. Mr. 
Li was elected chairman of the 
Shanghai Citizens Self-Government 
Movement and later chairman of 
the Advisory Council to the Shang- 
hai and Woosung Municipality.

Enthralling Historical Account. by Father Gherzi of the 
Rise of the Institution 


A very interesting and instructive 
address was delivered by the Rev.

‘The Study of Cyclones 


‘Among the investigations to 
which the directors of the Observa- 
tory have constantly applied them- 
selves, since 1873, there are some 
which have absorbed a great port 
ion of their activity, and, for many) 
persons, these investigations have 
caused ' this establishment to be 
specialized as an observatory for 
maritime service. 

‘The study of cyclones which 
the mouth of the Yangtze w 
‘a special manner, forced upon a 
meteorological observatory est- 
ablished at Shanghai. 

During the days of July 31 and 
August 1, 1879, a violent typhoon 
passed over Shanghai. Father 
Dechevrens gathered all the in- 
formation available and published 
the rosults in an article entitled, 
“The Typhoon of July 31, 1879." 

This article marks an important] 
date in the history of the Observa- 
tory. The French version, and far 
more the abridged Engiish one, 
Produced a huge impression 
amongst the merchants of Shang-| 
hai. From this dawned the possi 
bility of organizing a typhoon 
signal service for Shanghai and all 
parts of the const. The international 
Chamber of Commerce voted, un- 
animously, for the establishement. 
Of this new service under the direc- 
tion of Father Dechovrens. Some 
difficulties, however, postponed the 
execution of the «project, From 
1882, the observatory began to 
communicate every day, to the 
newspapers, a bulletin of the state 
of the atmosphere and its forecasts 



































‘pecially in the train-| di 





for the following day: The power- 
ful administration of the Chinese| 
Maritime Customs soon “effectively 
helped the Observatory. by placing| 
a its disposal the observations re-| 
corded regularly by its agents at! 
all its stations in Ghina; which had 
been equipped with ‘frst class 
meteorological instruments. 


The First Signal Mast 

However, it was only in 1884 
that a signal mast, connected by 
telephone with Siceawei was erect- 
fed on the borders of the French 
‘Concession and International Settle- 
ment. Since then, the information 
service, for increasing security at 
sea, has, under the care and at the 
expense of the Municipalities, car- 
ied out its duties without interrup- 
tion and. the Observatory. gladly 
continues to give its time and at- 
tention to this work of universal 
benevolence. 

But one must not overlook the 
fact that — many others have 
participated and are still generous- 
ly participating to ensure its sue- 
cess. We have mentioned the 
Customs; after them, and follow. 
their example, some grateful 
observers gave their services, and 
‘from time to time, the neighboaring 























meteorological observatories, as| 
they were gradually organized, 
vendered and» still render  most| 


valuable help. 


Protection of the China Coast 

Exchange of observations were 
agreed upon, and a network for 
the protection of the China Coast 
was slowly established. 

Among the telegraph companies 
at Shanghai ly aesumed 
the expense of transmitting meteo- 
ological messages, ‘The service 
Which they assumed hag carried 
backward and forward an average 
Jof 200 telegrams a day. Such a 
contribution is worth moro than a 
Denefit granted to a private con- 
cern; it Is a fine example of con- 
tinual unselfishness in favour of a 
common eause. 

‘After all, the history of Siceawei 
from end "to end is. filled with 
magnificent, manifestations of gen- 
erosity and of the productive good 
understanding of the 
community. On their 

tors of the Observatory of 
Siccawei strove to live up to the 
‘sympathetic expectation shown 
toward them and naturally their 
works multiplied along the line! 
claimed by public service, 


Investigation into Typhoons 


The principal typhoons at frst] 
had “their monorgraphies, being 
‘mostly based on extracts from log 
books furnished by captains of 
steamers. The continental depress- 
fons were not neglected; we will 
only mention the storms of 1882, 
1885, 1892, 1896, 1901 and 1910, 
which were published in special 
pamphlets signed by Fathers De- 
chevrens, Chevalier and Froe. These 
still form @ background for many 
oftentimes dramatic events well 
known to the frequenters of the 
China Coast. 

‘More general compilations were! 
also the object of Father Froc’s 
reports to the Meteorological 
Society of Shanghai: for instance, 
“The atmosphere in the Far East,’ 
‘Six cold months “and” 
months," accompanied maps | 
iving the isobars and the principal 
direction of the wind for each 
month of the year. We must 
mention also the atlas of the tracks 
[of 620 typhoons, by the same Rev. 
Father Froc, a book which has been 
reprinted by the French Hydrogra~ 
phie Office and also by the British 
‘and American Meteorological Bur- 
eaux, a book which is nowadyas| 
found on board every big liner| 
trading in our regions. 

Information to Navigators 


However, the chief effort was 
gradually to perfect the system of 
supplying information to the 
navigators, according to the pro- 
gress and the increase of regular 
reports to the Meteorological 
code was established, showing on. 
the semaphore at Shanghai, 
few symbols visible at a fair dis 
tance, the position of eyclones and 
depressions and also the direction 



































of their displacements. 
‘A very precious mark of osteem 


‘waa given to this system in 1898. 
Sir Robert Hare introduced Sic- 
cawei’s code of signals in all the| 
stations of China depending upon 
the Customs Administration. Some 
years later, a well-known gentle-| 
man who had most’ powerfully en- 
jcouraged the works of the Observa-| 
tory, Captain W. F. Tyler, Coast 
Inspector, gave the following rea- 
‘son for the above decision,

‘The first code underwent gradual 
changes, getting more and more 
precise.” The arrival of the wire- 
less telegraphy made possible a 
great improvement. This improve 
ment enables the mariner, by the 
knowledge of ten symbols, to 
the position of a typhoon at once. 
The Coast Inspector, in agreement 
with Observatory, having 
solved this problem in a practical 
‘manner, it was agreed to inau- 
gurate ‘the new signal system on 
February 1, 1918, Typhoon positions 
have been since that date determin 
ed by geographical degrees of 
Intitude and longitude, and the 
direction signalled, according to the 
32 points of the compass, quite 
familiar to all navigators. 

In order to remain faithful 
to the above-mentioned signal 
methods, efforts were made not to. 
‘be precise more than it was really 
necessary, and, furthermore, to add 
‘8 signal of approximation, ‘impart 
ing with what uncertainty the 
position of the cyclone was indicat- 
ed. Those are the signals that are 
hoisted on the semaphores along the 
Chinese Coast. They were adopted 
in Indo-China on november 1, 1918, 
and also along the Siberian ‘Coast. 
Later on, also, the Royal Observa- 
tory in’ Hongkong accepted the 
same code, so that, by now, all 
along a 4,000 nilles stretch of coast 
the ‘same signalling code is used. 
Nowhere in Europe could such a 
uniformity of code, so useful to the 
mariners, be found. 

Method of Cyclone Signalling 


We dare even to say that this 
kind of eyelone signalling has been 
found much more useful that the 
system used in Europe by means of 
two cones indicating only the diree- 
tion from which a “blow” canbe 
expected. As every mariner under- 
stands with a typhoon moving along 
he China coast, this direction of] 
the blow would be” continuously 
changing, hénce the big importance 
‘of knowing where the eyelone is 
which will eause the blow to com 
The mariner while under way will 
find out the direction of the com- 
ing. cyclonic gale. 

"The semaphore on’ the French 
Bund, besides the hoisting of the 
storm signals, furnishes also other

Routine of Meteorotonical 


Let us now consider the routine| 
‘of the meteorological work as it is 
‘actually done, at the Observatory. 
‘The help given to the mariners 
twofold—Time signals and 
weather forecasts with storm sign- 
The time signals, giving ac- 
‘curate time (one or two tenths of 
‘a second more or less) enable the 
mariners to pilot their position at 
sea. Correct time at the Siccawei 
Observatory, as in other observator- 
jes, is obtained by transit of stars 
Jand by radio registration of time 
‘signals sent by the leading observa- 
tories of the world, The transit 
work has been done during many 
years by means of a Bamberg 
broken transit, giving a mean ac-| 
curacy of twotenths of second in 
time: vastly «sufficient for the" sail- 
arg to whom one second in quite 
sufficient, 


Recently, our Observatory, hay- 
ing been chosen as the international 
geodetic point of Asin in the inter- 
national measure of longitude by 
radio (Oct-Nov., 1926), we have 
generously been’ provided by the 
Bureau International de I’'Heure 
‘and the “Accadémie des Sciences de 
Paris” with a most up-to-date Prin| 
‘transit with impersonal micrometer: 
(movable wire type). 


‘The Time Signals 


The Rev. Father M. Burgaud is| 
chargeefor the time signals and 
now at hik disposal five 
tronomical clocks, two of which are 
‘of the constant pressure type, en- 
‘closed in air tight vessels and in a 
monolotic room where the tempera 
ture is practically constant, so that| 
the daily rate of these master clocks 
is of about two-hundreths of second 
a day.

signals from Europe and the tran- 
sit of a star across our meridian 
and the second: of the mean time 
‘clock are all registered at the sam 
time. The correct time to be broad- 
jcast ean easily be calculated by 
means of this multiple registration:

corrections. I will add that our 
seismograph: will also show if any 
quake has happened which could 
have upset the clocks—Over 5,000 
time signals are given during one 
year, 14 every day. 

The weather forecasts and 
storm signals are made by means 
‘of about 200 or even 300 tele- 
grams received cither by cable 
lor by radio. ‘These telegrams are 
received free of charge from the 
foreign and Chinese telegraph com- 
panies. ‘They give the weather ob- 
servations made at 6 am.and 2 
p.m. local time at about 60 ‘stations 
{distributed all over the Far East.

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‘The Regions Surveyed 

‘The regions surveyed by. thea 
weather reports is three times the 
lextent of Europe, so that only the 
ig atmospheric circulation can be 
forecast to the shipping paople, 
‘Two weather maps are made every 
‘day, one for 6 am., the second one 
{for the afternoon observations. They. 
‘are: posted at the Semaphore station 
‘with the maps of the two preced- 
jing days. In typhoon season maps 
fare made several times a day, as 
soon as a new telegram shows the 
typhoon in a new positio 

‘According to the observation data 
received and with the help of ex- 
perience (since meteorology is not 
yet an exact scienee),’ signals of 
‘the storm are made by the Father 
{in charge and communicated to the 
Semaphore people and to the Radio 
Station. ‘These signals ure then 
sent by cable to all the Maritime 
‘Customs stations and hoisted at th 
semaphore established tt most im- 
portant stations, ‘The wireless 
stations broadeadt them and repeat 
them free of charge to any ship 
lasking for the sa 

‘Every year, we have to communi- 
Jeate about 600 storm or gale sign- 
als, 

By kind request of the Governor 
Jof Hongkong and of the British 
[Chamber of Commerce of the Col- 
ons, since a few years, our signals 
Jeoncerning typhoons in the south 
Jare also communicated to the Royal 
Observatory and they “are broad- 
least by the local radio station for 
the shipping down to Singapore, 
Everybody realizes the responsibility 
of this storm signal work as human 
lives and very big money interests 
fare often at stake, 


Avoiding Loss of Life * 

With God's help and through tho 
general sympathy and kind colla~ 
oration, we are pleased to say that 
‘no ship equpiped with wireless has 
beon lost in our seas during the 
typhoon seasons. Some bad blows 
experienced by some liners might 
jeven have been avoided if their 
radio people had been more keen in 
copying the signals broadenst from 
Shanghai Radio, 

Only one or two steamers not 

fitted with radio did ‘not avoid the 
total wreck, two or three years ago, 
For the last typhoon season noth- 
ing serious happened to any ship 
or to any land station, although 
jtyphoons have been passing as 
usual not far from our coasts, 
T will add that our seismographs 
so do their bit in the typhoon 
jstruggle. ‘The Rev. Father Gau- 
thier in 1918 bought a very fino

‘The reference is to 
the first sue of the “Journal de 
Shanghai,” which appeared in 
chaste and conservative form but in 
‘thoroughty modern and businesslike 
style. The efficiency of the staff 
‘that has brought. this new organ 
into being is evident throughout, 
from the printing and “make-up” to 
the presentation of news and the 
editorial tones, Comment every- 
where has been favourable and M. 
Jean Fontenoy is to be sincerely 
‘congratulated upon his production, 

The value of this paper to the 
whole Occidental community, to 
those who do not read it as well as 
those who do, will be obvious to 
anyone with a political sense who 
appralags ite qualty and the tone of 

initial leading article. It is 9 
paper walch, the Paslalan editors 
who search the exchanges for light 
on China when this country is in 
the limelight will not ignore ,or 
iscard and, if one is to judge by” 

editorial introduction, which is 
‘a statement of policy, the “Journal 
de Shanghai” will face facts frank- 
ly and comment upon them with un- 
usual justice and eandour. 

‘The lending article in this first 
issue opens with a graceful tribute 
to the “Echo de Cine,” the pioneer 
organ in the French community, 
which served it long and faithfully 
and paved the way for the estab- 
lishment of its succesuor. It is 
then explained that the French 
Chamber of Commerce saw the 
urgent need of a new paper when 
the “cho de Chine” ceased publica- 
tion, because Sino-foreign relations 
had, at that very juncture, reached 
a crisis, with Red influence prodding 
‘on the Chineso revolutionary move~ 
ment’ and distorting respectable 
national aspivations. ‘The Shangh 
community was without a French 
‘unofficial organ when it needed one 
‘most, so the “Journal” was conceived 
and brought into being as soon as 
problems of transport and me- 
chanieal difficulties would permit.

MURDERED TRAM INSPECTOR 


Tuzspay, Dee. 13. 

At the Publie Mortuary, yesterday, | 
Judge Koh, with whom sat Mr. 
Van den Berg, at an inquest over 
the remains of the tram inspector 
who wag shot on Saturday, said:—| 
“1 find that deceased met his death| 
through pistol shots, fired by some. 
body at present unknown, but hay- 
Ing connection with the labour move-_ 
ment, The police are requested to 
make further investigations.” 

‘The official. medical certificate| 
showed that the deceased had been 
struck by five bullets—one in the| 
hhead, two in the neck, one in the] 
‘abdomen, and one iri the back. 

P.CS,’ Campbell, conducting the! 
case, said that, at ‘about 12.40 p.m. 
on Saturday, two men entered the| 
deceased's house at 18 Muirhead 
Road, and asked to be shown a room 
which was for rent. One drew a 
pistol and fired five times at the| 
deceased, who fell, whilst one 
of the bullets wounded _ his 
wife slightly. The others fired 
fire-erackers in order to con- 
fuse anyone who might have 
heard the shooting. Witness at- 
tributed the murder to labour union 
who wished to frighten 
loyal tram employees.

SWISS CONSULAR COURT 


‘THE CASE OF ELLY WIDLER 


Elly Widler has béen found not 
guilty of fraud, forgery, and 
destruction of documents but has 
‘been sentenced to three months 
detention for using a forged docu- 
‘ment. This judgment was delivered 
‘by Major J, L. Isler, Swiss Consul- 
General and President of the Swiss! 
Consular Court, on Tuesday morning, 
in the Shanghai Municipal Couneil 








PF. J. Schuh! appeared on behalf of 
the representative of General Yang, 
Sen and Dr. O, Fischer and Dr. F. 
‘Wilhelm represented the accused. 
According to Swiss law there are| 
‘three grades of incarceration— 
detention, imprisonment and hard 
Inbours The gentence of three 
months detention means that Widler| 
will be detained at the Amoy Road|

‘manded prisoner. He will be allow- 
ed to receive visitors, have 
food brought to him, and will 
not change into prison clothes, 
Further, the month which 
has alteady spent in the 
awaiting trial ‘will be deducted 
from the sentence.

There was shoot~ 
ing day and night, and imaginary 
battles filled the press the following | 
day, victory and defeat being’ 
allotted by the dictates of the’ 
editor's pen, But actually there 
was little fighting, and the position 
jcontinued unchanged for weeks. 
The Chinese “gunner” fired his 
machine-gun to show he was doing | 
‘domething for his pay (in areas), 
or perhaps to keop himself awake;

Banditry is a profession in China, 
and the curse of the country.

Foreign missions have during recent 
years suffered considerably at their| 
hands. But it is the Chinese people, 























the tarming clase, that suffer the 
most. ‘They exact ransoms which, 
if not promptly paid, means that 
the ‘captives are tortared, an ear 
may be chopped off and sent.to 
nearest relative as a reminder for 
payment. 

Chinese gunboats do not deter 
[bandits on the river, but themselves 
fare attacked and sometimes taken. 
Chinese pirates have also of late 
[shown activity. This profession has 
Jexisted for centuries in China, but| 
now that they have extended their 
attentions to foreign steamers more 
notice is given to their activities. 
Bias Bay is their notorious head- 
Jquarters, not far from Hongkong. 
However, compared to what the 
Chinese have to put up with, past, 
present and future foreigners. in 
Ching have not much to complain 
jot about these gentry. For the 
bandits and pirates realize that a 
foreigner as captive entails more 
trouble and risk than a dozen 
wealthy Chinese. ‘The ransoms ask 
Jed vary according to the wealth of| 
the victim's family or relatives.

Armed Robbery in Shanghai 


Armed robbery is practically al 
ightly occurrence in Shanghai.

sistently giving to its reade 

Not the least important impro 
‘ment. in Burope, says Dr. Klein, is 
the gradual disappearance of what 
hhe calls. the mental hazard—‘the 
shaking off of a calamity complex 
‘and the gradual strengthening of 
the business morale.” He refers to 
‘the encouraging spirit of determin 
tion which has been spreadin 
commercial and industrial circles on 
the other side of the Atlant, which 
previously had been labouring under 
‘cloud of despair. He vemarks that 
there is now a growing convietion|

eves that it is “farther” realized

‘The Burdén of Debt: No Relief, 
Before 1931 





From Qun Own Comzsroxount 
Paris, Oct. 28. 
2M. Palmade's report on the finance| 
‘estimates for 1928 has reminded his 
countrymen that, in spite of the 
heavy taxation under which they are 
labouring, they scarcely have begun| 
to lighten the burden of the Na- 
Yional Debt. The liability now car- 
ries with it an annoal disbursement | 
of, in round figures, 30 mil- 
lideds of frames, of which 7,500 
ns go in pensions, 13,400 mil- 
lions in interest on borrowed money, 
‘and 9,100 million to tho  sinkin 
fund.’ Ono of the great digiculties 
of the situation is the gradual trans- 
formation of the enormous floating 
debt into Government stock. 
transformation, which is absolutely 
essential to anything like stability, 
carries with it an increase in ex- 
penditure, as the holders of short- 
term bozds would not reinvest their 
‘money unless they are paid a high 
fer rate of interest. ‘The increase 
in pensions and salaries is the ro- 
sult of the lower purchasing power 
of the franc. It is not though just 
that surviving war vietims and off- 
cinls should be expected to live on 
starvation ineomes. 

‘There is no hope of any relief in 
the burden of taxation before 1931. 
By that time, the restoration of the 
devastated regions will be complet- 
‘ed, the cost of the army and navy 
ean be reduced, and there should 
bo larger receipts from Germany 
under the Dawes plan, even allowing 
for the payment of larger instal- 
‘ments of France's external debt. It 
is extremely likely however, that 
the draft agreements for the re- 
payment of this debt will have to be 
very considerably revised, especial- 
ly in view of the attitude of Ger- 
many, who makes no secret of her 
intention to demand a reopening 
‘of the whole question. If Germany 
3s to be let off part of her liabilities, 
Francs naturally will ask her ere:

The Seine Assize Court has spent 
ten days in trying a prisoner who 
admitted that he killed another man, 
fand has acquitted him. Originally, 
he was a Russian Jew and is now 
8 naturalized French citizen, his 
‘pame being Samuel Schwartzbart, 
Last year, in the Latin Quartier, 
he deliberately assassinated General 
Petlura, who was for a time at the 
head of the Government in the 
Ukraine while that province ns 
straggling with the Bolsheviks after 
the war upheaval. Schwartzbart 
‘traced Petlura to a cheap restaurant 
‘Which he took his meals, follow. 
Thim into the street. and shot 
him down, emptying his revolver 
intd the wretched man's body. He 
expressed great Joy when he was 
informed at the police station that 
is vietim had expired, 
The question, therefore, was not 
whether Schwartzbart killed Petlara, 
but whether he was justified in 
[doing so, and the defence called 
[dozens of witnesses to prove that 
Petlura was responsible for the 
pogroms in which hundreds of thou- 
sands of Ukranian Jews lost their 
lives. Other witnesses, called by 
the prosecution, told the Court exe| 
actly the opposite: that Petlura 
éiscouraged the pogroms to the best 
of his ability and punished men 
‘who took part in them. It also was 
alleged that Schwartzbart was real. 
ly a Bolshevist in the employ of 
the Cheka, who used him as a tool 
against Petlura. ‘The case was one 
Tong wrangle between two excited 
advocates and finally the jury” be 
jeame convinced of " Schwarzbart's 
sincerity and found him not guilty.

In fact, both Prus- 
sian militarism in its modern form 
jand the Hohenzollern Empire were 
mere interludes in German history, 
both forcibly imposed on a people 
whose record was certainly not one 
lof aggression. Prussian militarism 
dates no further back than Frede- 
rick Wiliam, the father of Frede- 
rick the Great; and the Hohenzollern 
monarchy lasted only 48 years, in- 
cluding the very brief reign of the| 
‘Crown Prince Frederick, Had that 
‘wise, noble figure not been snatched 
Jaway by a cruelly ironic fate with- 
in a hundred days of his accession 
in 1888, the whole course of German 
history’ and of the world’s history 
‘would have been completely chang- 
ed, writes Mr, Stuart Hodgson in 
the “Daily News.” Read his diary 
after the war of 1870: 

‘What good to us is all 
power “and vietorious glory and 
clamour if hatred and mistrurt|

SILK-CLAD SADIES 


Luxuries Of Girl ‘Workers 
‘The story of silk stockings, the 

feminine emblem of American’ pro- 
perity, has just been told again in 

Milwaukee. 

‘The teachers in the continuation 








* | schools there were interested in help- 


ing working girls to spend their 
wages wisely. ‘They made an in- 
quiry to form the basis of sugges- 
tlons and found some results which 
appear to have startled them. 

Over 1,300 girls were canvassed. 
‘Their average earnings were 92s. a 
week. ‘They ranged from 8s. to £4, 
‘The lower figures were due to un- 
employment. Milwaukee wus fora- 
erly a city of breweries. It now 
makes “soft drinks,” and much of 
the labour is probably of a low 
grade. 

‘All the same, it was found that the 
girls questioned bought on the aver~ 
‘age 15 pairs of silk stockings a year. 
The price ranges from 4s, to 7s. 
The lowest number was six pairs a 
year, but one girl confessed to the 
‘Almost ineredible total of 122. She 
could not tell where the money for 
‘them came from. 

Most of the girls exeused their ox- 
travagance by saying that they pass- 
ed on their old silk stockings to 
‘mother or younger sisters. 
xy of the girls obviously re- 
‘ceive support from their homes, as 
they entered bills for clothing in 
Jexzess of their income. The striking. 
fact emerged that on the average 
they spent 46 per cent. of their earn- 
‘earnings on clothing. This was al 
‘most entirely on outer garments. 
‘The American girl is a silk-clad be- 
ing. ‘The girls’ replies showed that 
‘on an average they each had two silk 
frocks in. their wardrobes.

‘sories, such as gloves, ties and laces, 
accounted for 23 per cent. 

‘The average girl was found to buy 
four pairs of shoes and three new 
hats a year. 

Expenditure on powder, rouge and_ 
lip-sticks was found to be surprising. 
ly small, but against this is to be 
set the fact that all these things may 
be bought in the five and ten cent 
store and can be made to last a long 
time, ‘The women investigators said 
they wore surprised to find that quite 
a number of girls spent no money 
at all on cosmetics. 

‘But the silk stockings remain the 
‘key to the story. They are more 
essentiol to the American girl than 
‘almost anything else. One reason is 
that cwing to her tariff, America has 
no good woollens or worsteds except. 
expensive ones imported from Eng- 
land. But almost any workshop or 
office can tell stories of bitter 
tragedy centring in the fact that no 
girl can hold her head up in America 

















unless ‘her stockings are of silk.— 
“Daily News.’

Passing of the Purdah 


Not many generations ago all thé 
caste women of India were in 
purdah; that is, they lived “behind 
‘the curtain;” in other words, in the 
women’s quarters, outside’ which 
[they never ventured. ‘The eye of no 
‘man except the husband and h's 


elosest relatives ever looked on 
them, and the peerless ideal 
‘among women was she on whom 
fnot even the sun in heaven 
had ever shone. So, deprived 
of the brightest light of day, 


fot the fresh air which well-opened 
courtyards would. allow, of the 
fexercise which walking’ on open 
‘sreets would have given, the shut- 
in daughters of India were feeble in 
body and in mind, preys to infection, 
Jung troubles, and the sins and 
follies that ignorance bree 

But India is now in a transition 
stage, and Indian womanhood is al- 
ready finding itself at the threshold 
fof a strange new world, Timid 
though they’ are, conservative by 
[their training and inheritance, they , 
cannot trn back from the danger 
if they would. The old life denied 
the women much, and its passing is 
Jong overdue, but It sheltered them 
securely from the stress of the out- 
Side world, in a huge joint family, 
where only a senior “woman, the 
mother-in-law, had any responsibil 
ity. India stil has the joint family 
system, where son's. wives come 
home atter marriage, and need only 
to be. passive, long-suffering, and 
obedient. Even thelr children are 
not under thelr own management. 
‘The experienced mother-in-law puts 
the mother aside in all important 
matters, such as the care of 1 sick 
child. "The husband obeys his 
mother, and will, at her word, beat 
fm obsreperous'wite into submis- 
sion, 




















Changed Conditions 


But nowadays many such young 
husbands are forced by changing 
feonditions to make their residence 
far from the family roof. Let ua 
instance the class so noticeable in 
all elties and towns, those in Gov- 
ernment employ, whether as officials 
of high grade, or clerks in the post~ 
office and courts, ‘The wives of the 
officials particularly, however, or- 
thodox, must nowadays learn to live 
ja semi-public life.
